A Proclamation to reſtraine the planting of 
Tobacco in England and Wales. 


7 © many other vanities and ſuperfluities which come from beyond the 
Seas, then permitted to be planted here within this Realme, theres 
by to abuſe and miſimploy the ſoile ofthis fruitfull Kingdome : Foz 
—— Purpoſe | by Our direction, Letters of tate haue beene addꝛeſled from our Countell ot 
State, pꝛohibiting the plantation thereof within a certaine diſtance of Pur City of London : 
But entring into further conſideration of themanifold inconueniences of ſuffering this non- 
riſhment of vice, (and nothing elle) as a noylome and running Weede, to multiply and ouer⸗ 
ſpzead within this Pur Kingdome , Wee are reſolued vpon many and weightie reaſons of 
State, to make the ſaidP2ohibition generall. 

Foz firſt, Wee are inkoꝛmed, That whereas the ble of fozreine Tobacco was chiefly vented, 
and reteiued in Cities and great Townes, where ryot and exteſſe vſeth to take place, it is now 
by the Inland plantation become pzomiſcuous, and begun to be taken in euery meane Village, 
euen amongſt the baleſt people. 

Secondly, Wee are giuen to vnderſtand from diners perſons of ſkill and experience, That 
the Engliſh Tobacco, howſoeuer ſome doe pzeſume oꝛ imagine by induſtrie and experiente to 
rectifie it, and make it good (wherein it is eaſie foꝛ opinion to doenulchteke) pet it is terteinly in 
tt ſelfe moꝛe trude, poylonous and dangerous foꝛ the bodies and healths of Our Subietts, then 
that that tomes from hotter Climates; So that the medictnall vie of Tobatco (Which is that 
that is onely good in it, and to be appꝛooued) is in this kind alſo toꝛrupted and infected. 

Thirdly, whereas Our Colonies and Plantations in Virginia and the Sommer Ilands, (being 
pꝛoper and naturall Climates foz that plant, and the true temper thereof) reteiue much tomkoꝛt 
by the Impoꝛtation thereof into this Kingdome (which is to be reſpected at leaſt in the Interim, 
vntill Our laid Colonies may grow to peeld better and moꝛe ſolide tommodities) Now the laid 
Trading from thence is and will be by the Plantation within this Realme, choaked and

there foꝛe intending in time to pꝛouide a remedie foꝛ this ſpꝛeading euill, which hath in a 
ew yeeres diſperſed it ſelfe into moſt parts of Our Kingdomes, doe hereby ſtratghtly 
and comman3 all and euery perſon and perſons of what degree 02 condition ſoeuer, 
they oꝛ any ofthem,by themlelues, their ſeruants,wozkemeng2labourers,doenotfrom 
ger the ſetond day of Febꝛuarie next, pꝛeſume to ſow, ſet, oz plant, oꝛ cauſe to be ſowen, 
planted, within this Dur Realme of England, oꝛ Dominion of wales, any ſoꝛt oz kinde 
qbacco whatſoeuer; And that they oꝛ any of them, ſhall not, oꝛ doe not hereafter main⸗ 
60:continue any olde ſtockes, oz plants of Tobacco, fozmerly ſowen oz planted, but ſhall 
hwithvtterly deſtroy and roote vp the lame, conuerting and imploying the ground and 
: 'ofto ſome other lawfull vſes and purpoſes, as to them ſhall ſeeme beſt, vpon paine 

empt of Our Boyall commandement, tobe pꝛoteeded with accozding to Our Lawes, 
Nerogatine Royall with all ſeueritie. 
: If erefoze, fo2 the moꝛe due execution of the pzemilſes, wee doe further will, require and 
landall Payozs,Sheriffes, Juſtices of Peace, Bayliffes, Conſtables, and other Officers 
ulniſters, to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine, That they andeueryofthem, ſhall from 
ume diligently and carefully intend the due and exact obſeruationof this Our Royall 
And that they permit not, noꝛ ſuffer any thing to be done, contrary to the true intent 
taningofthis Our P:oclamation, but withſtand the ſame to their vttermoſt power, as 
n der Our leruite: And kurther that they take oꝛder that ſuch offendozs, labourers, oz 
et len, as ſhal perſiſt in the ſowing oꝛ planting of Tobacco, in this OurRealme oꝛ Domt- 
Wales, oz in the maintaining 02 continuing any old ſtocks, oꝛ foꝛmer plantations there- 
4 after, may be called befoze them, e be bound in Netogntzantes of good ſummes to Our 
bappeareim Our Court ofStarrechamber, there to be pꝛoſetuted by Our Attourney ge- 
li n. of Our expꝛeſſe Commandement, pꝛoclamation, c Pzerogatiue Royall; 
in (eſpeciallyin a taule of this nature) wee will expect, and require ok all Our Dubtects, 
Meconfozmitieand obedience,
